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Western Illinois’ loss and Cal’s boo-boo 
may soon be Sacramento State College’s 
big gain. 

Stan Wright, head track coach at 
Western Illinois University and first 
assistant (rack coach for the 1968 U.S, 
Olympic Team at Mexico City, has applied 
to replace Harvey Roloff as SSC’s head 
track coach, 

Wright, a Negro, was thought to be 
headed for the University of California 
at Berkeley to replace Sam Bell as head 
track coach there, but the Cal officials 
have apparently dawdled in making up 
their minds about whom to hire. 

In the meantime, Wright has applied 
for the job at SSC which will be vacated 
by Roloff at the end of this season. Roloff 


voluntarily stepped down — providing 
the school can come up with a top-notch 
replacement — to take over as track 
coach, 


Top notch replacement 


Wright would be just that — a top- 
notch replacement, and one of the most 
prestigous men to come to Sacramento 
State since coach Ev Shelton shocked the 
sports world by leaving the University of 
Wyoming. He had coached the Cowboys 
to an NCAA basketball championship and 
numerous conference crowns to come to 
Virtually unknown SSC, 


Traditionally, the first assistant track 
coach in one Olympics will be the head 
coach four years later, Wright was first 
assistant coach in 1968, so unless the 
U.S. Olympic Committee breaks prece- 
dent, he will be the head man for the 
1972 games in Munich. 


Wright was on campus over the week- 
end to look over the SSC track facilities, 
and the head man’s job. Monday, he met 
briefly with SSC president, Dr, Robert 
Johns, in Johns’ office to discuss the 
job possibilities further. 


“‘He’s our No, 1 candidate for the job, 
naturally,"* said Dr. Fred Lewis, SS¢ 
athletic director, ‘‘but we don’t want to 
make too big a thing of this right now. 

‘After all, we don’t want to put any 
pressure on Stan, or embarrass him or 
Western Illinois in any way. As soon as 
we know one way or another, we’ll make 
the announcement, of course.’ 


Liked what he saw 


Wright apparently liked what he saw, 
though. ‘‘I’ll have to go back and discuss 
things with my wife and family,’ he 
smiled. ‘‘And I'll have to talk to the 
people at Western, too, to get my release, 
Then we'll see how things go." 

With that, he was off for San Francisco 
to catch a plane back home. The announce- 
ment is expected to come some time this 
week — possibly today. 








Western Illinois’ Wright 


applies to replace Roloff 


Wright first became aware of the 
impending vacancy at SS( through sports 
information director Phil Dynan, who 
came to Sac State this year from a 
similar job at Western Illinois. 

“‘He’s a top man, no doubt about that,’’ 
said Dynan. ‘And he can help the other 
programs out, too, I’m sure. He can 
recruit for football! too, 

“And he likes the fact that we don’t 
have spring football! practice here. That 
way he can recruit an athlete for both 
football and track. Most schools won't 
allow an athlete to play more than one 
Sport, but this way there’d be no con- 
flict.”’ 


Money important 


Money may play a major factor here, 
though. 

According to one SSC coach, “Wright 
makes a pretty good piece of change at 
Western illinois. But I understand that 
they didn’t give him some of the pro- 
grams they promised him, 

“IT have an idea it'll take more money 
than we can offer him to get him to come 
here. But if things work out all right, 
we'll have ourselves a good man, that’s 
for sure."’

A new anti-war, anti-draft movement, 
headed by Sacramento State College

Roy Wilkins looks at 
new ethnic studies 


(Editor’s note: During the recent visit to Sacramento of Roy Wilkins, 
executive director of the N.A.A.C.P., the Hornet was able to send staff 
writer Gean Mitchell, a member of the campus B.S.U, The foilowing 
are her reactions to the remarks Wilkins made here.) 





On the afternoon of March 22, I attended the press conference at the 
Sacramento Metropolitan Airport to hear Roy Wilkins, the executive 
director of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People. 

First of all, I would like to state that the ultimate goal of every 
black man is the liberation of black people. This goal is shared by 
Roy Wilkins as well as the Black Student Union. Yet due to the obvious 
age differences, there is disagreement as to the achievement of that 
goal. 

At the press conference Mr. Wilkins spoke of the much discussed 
proposals for Ethnic Studies Programs. ‘I! believe in the need for 
Ethnic Studies,’’ he said, ‘‘but it doesn’t make much sense if whites 
can’t be present.’’ Referring to growing pressures for black teachers 
to teach black history Wilkins further stated, ‘skin color makes no 
difference when it comes to academic qualifications.’’ 

The B.S.U. has said in turn that you cannot trust the administration 
here at SSC to come through with the Ethnic Studies Program. This 
venture wiil be another tokenism or a thing that will fizz out in a couple 
of years. As to instructor qualifications, the B.S.U. strongly feels that 
a white person would have a very difficult time teaching black history 
because of his guilt feelings about the past. 

A white professor would naturally become defensive and try to 
justify the acts of the past by calling up the ghosts of such figures as 
Abraham Lincotn, George Washington, etc. 

An Ethnic Studies Program however, as Wilkins pointed out, would 
enable white people to learn about the black people’s past. An education 
in black history is a much needed element in eliminating the problems 
of the minority in this white racist society, 

Mr. Wilkins was asked during the press conference about the 
N.A.A.C.P, stand on black militancy on and off campus. Generally, 
he said he knew of no specific position but, he went on, ‘*The quest for 
identity is important. One of the ways you get rid of discrimination 
is to seek identity and acknowledgement of Negro history.’’ 

“I have spoken with some of the so-called black militants’? Wilkins 
continued, ‘‘and they did not seem as gruesome as they appear in news- 
paper accounts,"’ 

Wilkins was finally asked if he didn’t feel that the disrupters were 
hurting the civil rights cause. ‘No, as yet they haven’t,’’ he responded, 
lle felt they had done a ‘magnificent job’’ in arousing Negro and white 
apathy.

Sign-ups begin today for the 
second Campus Rap, a program 
which, according to officials, per- 
mits students and faculty members 
to meet informally in small dis- 
cussion groups in an attempt to 
break down barriers to com- 
munication and understanding. 

Approximately 15 professors 
from a dozen departments have 
asked to take part in the series of 
discussions, From Monday, April 
14 to Friday, May 2, they will 
open their homes in the evenings 
to groups of 10 or fewer students 
who will ‘‘rap’’ on a wide range 
of subjects from the crisis in 
higher education to drugs to 
government problems to racial 
conflict. 

\ccording to Marty Rogers, 
assistant professor of psychology 
and one of the planners of the 
program, last semester’s Rap was 
very well received by both students 
and faculty. He — stated that a 
number of participants felt the 
discussions offered a unique op- 
portunity to dispel myths and mis- 
understandings about both students 
and their instructors, Kobert 
Marrone, professor of psychology, 
has said that the program can 
help stop blanket statements about 
how the factions of a college com- 
munity think, 
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Campus Rap is an outgrowth 
of the Campus Dialogue project 
which began last spring and con- 
tinued this fall, The original 
plan created a week of dis- 
cussion groups between Dean’s 
List students and volunteer faculty 
members. During the week of 
discussion, groups of ten met in 
professors’ homes to talk about 
issues they felt important. Cam- 


pus Dialogue was under the 
sponsorship of Blue Key and 
Silver Key. 


Several of the dialogue groups 
founa their experiences enjoyable 
and made plans to extend the 
meetings under an unstructured 
formai open to everyone, That was 
the beginning of Campus Rap, 

Those who were instrumental 
in planning Campus Rap last 
seme ste,’ and who are still working 
in the program are optimistic about 
its results,

Bob McClintock, a student from 
the Department of Physical Educa- 
tion, thinks it will help orient more 
Students to the campus.

troubles 


No one here now doubts that 
relations between black and white 
America are going to get much, 
much worse before they improve. 
How politicians and police react to 
the now inevitable sporadic out- 
breaks of guerrilla warfare in the 
cities will decide the future—and 
probably decide it in the next four 
years, 

For all the hysteria that greeted 
the arrival of Black Power 18 
months ago, it is now a totally 
accepted concept: so much so that 
one might almost have expected 
Mr. Nixon to commit himself to it 
in his inaugural address, much as 
President Johnson startled the die- 
hards two years ago by singing 
the civil rights anthem, ‘‘We Shall 
Overcome,”’ 

Its minimum demands are com- 
munity control of schools and the 
police, which means the same 
powers over curriculum, selection 
of teachers and police chiefs, and 
over their discipline, that most 
of the white suburbs have had for 
years, 

The real enemy to community 
control is not policemen or 
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teachers, It is the politicians, 
like Chicago’s Mayor Richard 
Daley, who run the big-city 
machines. ‘‘They will fight com- 
munity control] to the death here,”’ 
said the Rev, Arthur Brazier, 
president of the city’s Woodlawn 
organization, perhaps America’s 
most successful ghetto self-help 
project, 

The obedient, machine-con- 
trolled Negro vote put Daley in 
office and keeps him there, He 
knows that decentralized vontrol 
would mean the loss of this power— 
which is why he and other machine 
bosses went all out to smash the 
war on poverty, with its intended 
aims of giving money and ihere- 
fore power to programs run by 
the poor themselves. 

Significantly, bankers and pri- 
vate foundation representatives 
have been visiting ghetto leaders 
in recent weeks to talk about the 
investment of private capital in 
black-run enterprises, 

As former President Johnson's 
onetime personal aide, _ Bill 
Moyers, has put it, the paranoid 
reaction of state and local poli- 
ticians ‘‘all but murdered the 
concept of participation by the 
poor,’’ It is these politicians that 
President Nixon is largely free 
to ignore. He could--if Congress 
allowed hirm—channei money over 
their heads to community organi- 
zations, and thus smash _ the 
big-city machines, 

There has never been a better 
time to do it, There is a wide- 
spread popular disgust wit 
machine politics, It is not 
accidental that blacks, young 
radicals, and supporters of George 
Wallace shared a common slogan: 
‘Power to the people,” 

Last year was the year the 
cliches died, Race riots, freedom 
marches, long hot summers, civil 
rights organizations, Negro 
leaders—-they are all obsolete, 
Replacing them is anaccelerating, 
all-year-round confrontation at 
local level, from which will emerge 
the new leaders, organizations and 
tactics. 


There are no national organiza- 
tions left in anything but name, 
The late Dr, Martin Luther King’s 
‘“‘moderate’’ Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference and “ mili- 
tant’’ groups such as the Student 
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Nonviolent Coordinating Commit- 
tee and the Congress of Racial 
Equality have all splintered into 
local baronies, 

Some of the old trends continue, 
There is still a trickle of the new 
middle-class Negroes into odd 
tolerant corners of white suburbia, 
But in some cities, including Wash- 
ington, there is now a reverse 
migration, Black families— 
particularly professionals such as 
teachers—who can afford to live 
elsewhere, are moving back into 
the ghettos, 

It is impossible to under- 
estimate the deep-rooted fears 
that six months of election cam- 
paigning based on ‘‘law and order’’ 
has aroused, 

The current issue of Ebony— 
a glossy magazine traditionally 
filled with ‘‘you-can-make-it-too’’ 
features about Negro professionals 
—has an article on ‘‘What To Do 
If Arrested,”’ 

America’s Negroes are facing, 
as never before, the dilemma of 
divided loyalty: ‘Which side are 
you on?’’ is a real and nagging 
que stion, And for many, even 
among those embedded inthe white 
Establishment, the decision they 
are making is that they are black 
first, American second, 

Last summer, one of ‘he new 
breed of black nationalists assured 
me exultantly: ‘‘The brothers are 
coming home, get it? They are 
coming home,’’ It seemed like an 
oversimplification, Now it is not 
possible to argue. What is 
happening on the streets of 
\merica’s black ghettos is nothing 
less than the birth of a nation, 

Like all the new nationalisms, 
it can look mawkishly fervid to 
outsiders—particularly to those 
indoctrinated in the standards of 
a society which has yielded up its 
culture to professionalism, One’s 
eyes, glaze at the l0lst poetic 
appeal ‘‘O Mother Africa’’...at the 
spectacle of middle-class, univer- 
sity educated girls self-conscious- 
ly sprinkling their conversations 
and writing with the obscenities and 
street patois of ‘‘soul talk,’’ 

But the cultural ferment is 
real and deeply felt, In the ghettos, 
the flowering of talent, the out- 
pouring of creativity is massive. 
It is as though, after 400 years, 
there is a renaissance of the 
African village arts, 

There are ‘‘walls of pride paint- 
ed with tableaux of black heroes: 
Malcolm X, Marcus Garvey, 
Nkrumah, Jomo Kenyatta, Sekou 
Toure, Haile Selassie, Classes in 
Swahili boom, So do poetry, song 





and dance and handicrafts groups, 
often run by the toughest of the 
street gangs, youngsters among 
whom it is rare to see an unscarred 
face, Community newspapers, 
magazines, newsletters prolifer- 
ate. On the streets, children of 
6 fling up clenched fists in the 
Black Power salute. 


The revolution has spread to the 
church, Negro ministers often 
wear dashikis or turtleneck sweat- 
ers and love-beads; crucifixes and 
paintings show Christ as black, 

Seen from the ghetto point of 
view, America is like a battleship 
with its guns turned round to point 
downwards into the crew’ squart- 
ers; most of the officers appear 
blissfully confident they can fire 
without sinking the ship, 

The salesmen of body amour, 
water cannon, tear-gas and the new 
searchlights, armored helicop- 
ters, clubs with built-in chemical 
sprays, wait in the anterooms of 
city halls, University departments 
and private ‘‘think tanks’’ churn out 
studies on how to tackle guerrillas 
in Harlem or Hunters Point; the 
computers and punch- card sys- 
tems of democratic government 
whirr and chatter, processing the 
files of black activists, radicals 
and ‘‘deviants,’’ 

When one has seen the savag- 
ery of the nightly confrontations 
between police and black young- 
sters on the streets, watched the 
constant escalation of police arma- 
ment, observed the thoroughness, 
size and complexity of the police 


espionage system, it is difficult J 


to remain optimistic about the next 
four years in America, 


Most black radical groups are 
heavily infiltrated by police and 
FBI informers; in some cities, 
police ‘‘sponsor’’ militants, both 
for information purposes and to 
discourage the real thing, And 
there are signs that this combi- 
nation of harassment and infiltra- 
tion is producing groups of a truly 
revolutionary 
secrecy, organized in the classic 
triangular cell system. 

It is possibly because this 
country has not a traditional cvu- 
lonial war that it does not under- 
stand that there comes a time when 
both sides are locked in a spiral 
with only one end-what Camus, 
writing of Algeria, called the cas- 
uitry of biood, by which each side 
relies on the other’s crimes to 
justify his own, With a sickening 
inevitability, exploitation begets 
rebellion begets oppression begets 
revolution, The rebellions here 
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the oppression-in the 


form of an overpowering police 
presence in the ghettos, and the Y 
consequent harassment of inoocent 
and guilty alike—is well under way, 
The revolutionaries are in train-

Sires, than to have the students 
whom these bills affect express 
their interests to him. 


SB 344 Wedworth Would call 
for the Coordinating Council for 
Higher Education to break up the 
state into areas for state colleges, 
each college to have a five man 
board of trustees under a Board 
of Governors of California State 
Colieges to replace the present 
Board of Trustees. The Board 
would set policy for government, 
administration and control of the 
colleges, 


SB 345 Way Calls to move 
the headquarters for State College 
Board of Trustees from Los 
Angeles to Sacramento 

SB 354 Schmitz Deletes pro- 
visions whereby student body fees 
may be required of stated college

On Nov, 12, 1968, 41 years 


after the famous courtroom battle 
between Clarence Darrow and 
William Jennings Bryan ended in 
a $100 fine for a Tennessee school- 
teacher named Scopes, the U.S, 
Supreme Court wrote its own con- 
clusion to one of the nation’s 
most colorful legal episodes, In 
a rare display of unanimity, all 
nine justices declared unconstitu- 
tional the ‘‘anti-evolution’’ statute 
of Arkansas (and, by force of 
precedent, similar laws on the 
books of Tennessee and Missis- 
sippi). 

As the court itself seemed 
aware, the decision taken alone 
was unlikely to have any 
measurable impact on the destinies 
of citizens in any of the states 
affected. ‘‘There is no record 
of any prosecution in Arkansas 
under its statue,’’ Justice Fortas’ 
majority opinion noted. ‘‘It is 
possible,’’ he continued, ‘‘that the 
statute is presently more of a 
curiosity than a vital fact of life 
in any” of the states in which 
it still exists, 

The decision in ‘Epperson v. 
Arkansas’ may thus appear to be 
little more than a grand, if some- 
what anticlimactic, libertarian 
gesture by a court which knew that 
time itself had disposed of the 
‘‘anti-evolution’’ controversy. 


Applications inevitable 


Nevertheless, a decision which 
denies a state’s power to keep 
Darwin out of its classrooms, and 
its textbooks, is sure to be invoked 
when more important curriculum 
controversies arise, 

lt is bound to interest those, 
for example, who favor—or dis- 
favor—the teaching of Negro 
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history in socia! studies classes, 
the: development of programs of 
sexual education, and the presenta- 
tion of material which suggests 
criticism of the nation’s action 
in domestic and foreign affairs, 

Strictly interpreted, ‘Epperson’ 
does not justify judicial interven- 
tion in any of these matters, 
Arkansas’ ‘‘monkey”’ law was held 
invalid as an ‘‘estabiishment of 
religion,’’ because it seemed 
designed to protect the doctrine 
and sensibilities of a particular 
religious group, But the ‘‘estab- 
lishment clause’’ of the First 
Amendment, which is made 
applicable to the states by the I4th 
Amendment, is unlikely to be 
invoked in a curriculum con- 
troversy devoid of religious 
connotations, 

Thus the significance of 
‘Epperson’ lies not so much in 
the particular doctrine applied as 
in the fact that the court was 
willing to enter the sensitive field 
of public school curricula and text- 
books at all, Once established on 
the premises, the Court may later 
find other doctrines with which to 
police them, 

Of these, the most obvious— 
and the most far-reaching in its 
implications—is the First Amend- 
ment’s guarantee of freedom of 
speech, 

Decisions about curricula are in 
essence determinations of what 
shall be said, or read, in public 
school classrooms, The decision 
to exclude a chapter on Negro 
history from a_ social studies 
course or to forbid a discussion 
of sexua! intercourse in a biology 
class is a decision to censor, 
And the First Amendment has 
traditionally been the arch-enemy 
of censor ship. 


Yet, despite the amendment’s 
literal applicability to such cases, 
even impassioned partisans of 
freedom of speech have accepted 


the state’s power to do as it will 
in curriculum matters, In ‘bk. pper- 
son’ itself, Justice Black insisted, 
in a separate opinion, that ‘there 
is no reason I can imagine why 
a state’’ cannot ‘‘withdraw from 
its curriculum any subject deemed 
too emotional and controversial 


for its public schools,’’ 

John Stuart Mill, perhaps the 
most famous modern civil liber- 
tarian, conceded the _ state’s 
authority over the young in ‘On 
Liberty’, his far-ranging defense 
of individual freedom, 


Not always bad 


The truth is that censorship is 
not always bad; indeed, inits most 
general sense it is an absolute 
necessity for human thought and 
action, Every time a decision 
is made to read one book rather 
than another, an act of censorship 
has been committed, Men could 
neither read nor for that matter, 
think, without constantly making 
such decisions, 

A system of public education, 
no matter how infused it may be 
with respect for freedom ot thought 
and expression, must also censor, 

The number of subjects it may 
offer is limited by a large number 
of factors: the readiness of 
students at a particular age to 
understand; the financial cost of 
teachers, textbooks, laboratories, 
libraries, classrooms; the utility 
in the world outside of school of 
various forms of knowledge and 
skill; the availability of competent 
teachers and materials in the sub- 
jects proposed. 

All of these — and many more — 
require the public schools to make 
choices. And when the local high 
school decides to offer astro- 
physics instes@ pf samhgopo logy, 
woodshop instead of race relations, 
homemaking instead of sexual 
education, it is difficult, without 
more, to view this as the kind of 


censorship forbidden by the First 
and !4th Amendments. 

Sometimes there is a hidden 
motive behind the curricular 
choice, \ subject may be ex- 
cluded not because it is thought 
less important cr more expensive 
or too advanced — although these 
are the reasons giver but be- 
cause it presents information and 
ideas which make a particular, 
often vocal, section of the com- 


munity unhappy,
